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Pet Boa Constrictor 
Missing From Home 


‘Help! I’m béing swallowed by a boa 
constrictor,’’ is a funny little ditty sung by 
many nursery school children. The song is 
funny because boa constrictors do not 
swallow people. 

This information should be reassuring to 
Grayling residents who should be aware 
that Paul Miilikin’s five foot pet boa con- 
strictor, ‘Slick,’ has been missing from his 
home at 407 Ogemaw Street since May 1. 

Grayling City Police Chief, Peter 
Stephan, said even though Millikin has 
stated that Slick is harmless to humans and 
larger pets such as dogs or cats, and can be 
handled easily, the Grayling City Police has 
requested that anyone finding the reptile 
notify the police and not attempt to handle 
it. The owner will be notified to recover the 
snake. 

Boa constrictors are slow-moving, non- 
poisonous snakes that feed on small 
animals such as mice, squirrels and birds. 
The snake got its name because it constricts 
(squeezes) its food before swallowing it. 
They are active mainly at night. 

Slick is five feet, one inch long and about 
four inches in diameter. It is pale brown 
with dark brown blotches. 

The owner of Fins, Feathers, and Fur Pet 
Shop in Houghton Lake said boa constric- 
tors are more frightened of people than 
people are of them. She said pet boas 
become accustomed to their handlers, but 
are extremely timid with others. The owner 
also said that Slick’s size would limit its diet 
to small animals such as mice. 


400—Ib. ‘Chickadee’ 
Visits Lovelis Home 


A black bear, weighing about 400 pounds, 
visited the Walker residence in Lovells 
Township last Thursday, June 22, and gob- 
bled up all the food in their chickadee 
feeder. 

‘It didn’t leave a single seed,’’ said Ab- 
bott Walker. 

The visitor came about 2:30 a.m. and 
awoke Walker’s wife, Phyllis. The Walkers 
turned on the porch light to investigate and 
found the bear munching the bird food. The 
bear left once, returned and then left again. 
The Walkers have not seen their visitor 
again. 

Walker said there were two humming 
bird feeders hanging beside the chickadee 
feeder, but the bear was apparently not 
hungry for humming bird food. He said the 
bear pulled the chickadee feeder down but 
did not damage it. 

‘There was no doubt about it,'’ Walker 
said, ‘‘he was pretty big for a chickadee.”’

Pizza Ponies Spice 
Up Milltown Parade 


Domino’s Pizza Ponies will be a 

highlight of this year’s Milltown 
Parade, on Saturday, July 29, at 
3:00 p.m., says parade committee 
member Betty Bennett. Eight 
black miniature horses will pull a 
colorful, scaled-down version of%a 
hitch wagon normally used with 
large draft horses. - 

The team comes from a 22-horse 
stable located at Domino’s Farms, 
a 3800-acre site in Ann Arbor, 
Michigan. They are named after 
pizza toppings, such as Cheesy, 
Hammy, Olive, Pepperoni, Saucey, 
Onion, Beefy and Bacon. 

American miniature horses are a 
unique breed. Normally no taller 
than 21 inches at birth, they mature 
into perfectly porportioned aduits 
at 30-34 inches (8 % hands). The 
Pizza Ponies are four to seven- 
year-old geldings which weigh 250 
to 300 pounds. There are currently 


no more than 20,000 miniature hor- 
ses registered in the United States. 
During the 17th and 18th cen- 
turies, the miniatures were given 
as gifts to European royal families. 
In the tate 1800's, they were 
brought to the United States to 
work in the coal mines. Miniature 
horses are quite powerful, able to 
pull four times their body weight. 
Today, they are used principally 
for showing and breeding purposes. 
The Milltown Festival is only one 
of the many events in which the 
Domino’s Pizza Ponies appear 
every year. Their charm and wide 
appeal make them a delightful at- 
traction at pizza stores, state fairs, 
rodeos, festivals and parades all 
over the United States and Canada. 
The hitch will travel to Grayling 
for the festival in their custom built 
42 foot trailer, which is pulled by a 
modified Ford F-700 truck.

Crawford County has a 
significant number of traffic 


arrests and traffic accidents that 
involve the use of alcohol and 
drugs. It has also been determined 
that there is a greater likelihood of 
personal Injury and_ property 
damage when alcohol is tnvolved. 
According to the new ordinance, 
these factors are putting a greater 
operational and financial burden 
upon the Crawford County Sheriff's 
Dept., theCrawford County Am- 
bulance Service and other rescue 
services. In the future, the finan- 
cial burden will be paid by the 
driver in violation of the law. 

The ordinance defines emergen- 
cy responses as: the utilization of 
public service, police and rescue 
services by the county in the event 
of an accident and the making of a 
traffic stop and arrest by the police 
officer where drivers who were 
operating motor vehicles while un- 
der the influence of alcohol or 
drugs or both are involved. 


The ordinance presumes that a 
person is ‘‘under the influence of an 
alcoholic beverage if the chemical 
analysis of the driver’s blood, urine 
or breath indicates that the amount 
of alcoho) in the driver’s blood is in 
excess of 0.07 percent.” 

County Commissioner Joseph 
Callewaert explained that a similar 
proposal (Senate Bill No. 25) was 
reintroduced in the state Senate by 


Sen. Harmon Cropsey (R) of the 
Kalamazoo/Portage area, but that 
it has been tabled in Rep. Perry 
Bullard’'s Judiciary Committee. 
Callewaert sald the same bill 
passed in the Senate last term, but 
failed to move off Bullard’s 
“‘table.”’ 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney, 
David R. Sabin, stated in a letter to 
the Commissioners that he had 
been in contact with Bullard’s of- 
fice and was told that Senate Bill 
No. 25, ‘‘would not even be con- 
sidered by the Judiciary Commit- 
tee until late fall.’’ 

‘“‘As soon as we learned it would 
not be taken up until fall, at the 
very earliest,’’ Callewaert said, 
“We decided to adopt the proposal 
as a local ordinance.” 


Callewert said in the 1960's 
Bullard was instrumental] in 
passing the $5 ticket for possession 
of marijuana in Ann Arbor. 

“His philosophy would be con- 
trary to the philosophy of this or- 
dinance or bill,’’ said Callewaert, 
“because this bill makes violators 
financially accountable for their 
actions.”’ 

Earlier this year, the Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners 
unanimously passed a resolution 
urging the House of Represen- 
tatives to adopt Senate Biil No. 25. 

To date, Portage, Lansing and 
Livonia have all adopted similar 
local ordinances. 


New County Recreation 
Plan Sent to State 


A Draft Recreation Plan for 
Crawford County was unanimously 
approved by the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners following 
a public hearing on Thursday, June 
22. 

The plan was prepared by Nor- 
theast Michigan Council of Gover- 
nments (NEMCOG) of Gaylord, 
and will be available for public 
comment at the County Clerk’s of- 
fice until July 6th. Several 
revisions were recommended 
during the public hearing, and will 
be incorporated into the final draft. 
It will then be submitted by NEM- 
COG to the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources (DNR) for its 
approval. The DNR must approve 
the county’s plan before ap- 
plications for state recreation fun- 
ds can be approved. 


Once the DNR approves the plan, 
it is no longer considered a draft, 
and will be effective for five years. 
The county's previous recreation 
plan was formulated in the 1970's 
and is now outdated. 

The DNR has three funding sour- 
ces for recreation development: 
Michigan Natural Resources Trust 
Fund, Land and Water Conser- 
vation Trust Fund, and the Quality 
of Life Bond Program (proposal D 
funds). 

The two trust funds have been in

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existence for several years and ap- 
plications are usually submitted in 
the spring, sometime in March or 
April. Bond program money wiil 
be available as soon as state 
legislators approve rules and 
regulations for the program. 

Sue Lindroth, technical assistant 
for NEMCOG, said she anticipates 
the bond program will begin taking 
applications yet this summer, 
hopefully within the next month. 

All state recreational grants are 
for two year projects and most con- 
tain a 25 percent matching fund 
provision. 


The Crawford County Recreation 
Plan includes projects and goals 
from the Grayling Recreation 
Authority (Hanson Hillis) for 
$468,200, City of Grayling for 
$109,750 and Lovells Township for 
$44,600. The Crawford AuSable 
School District has indicated it 
would like to become a part of the 
plan, but did not have a completed 
recreation proposal. The: district 
will become part of the county’s 
plan when its plan is completed. 

Each governmental unit will 
submit a separate grant ap- 
plication. Lindroth said NEMCOG 
is willing to assist in the grant ap- 
plication process. She explained 
that even if the state calls for ap- 
plications this summer, applicants 
will not know whether their ap- 
plications have been approved until 
sometime this winter, with monies 
becoming available tate in the 
spring of 1980. 


Governmental units not included 
in the recreation plan may be ad- 
ded to the plan by amendment ata 
later date. 

‘It is important that this plan be 
in place,”’ said Lindroth, ‘in order 
for these units to apply for funds.’ 
Lindroth said if a unit’s bond 
program application is turned 
down, it can then apply to one of fhe 
two trust funds next spring. Most 
initial grants will be applied for 
through the a program, she 
explained, because itis the lorpest 
fund available. 

“Between now and application 
time,” said Lindroth, ‘Crawford 
County units can either prioritize 
their projects, or decide to submit 
a grant application for the full 
amount of their proposed 
recreation plan.’ 

Lindroth credited the efforts of 
Commissioner Joseph Callewaert, 
member of the parks — and 
recreation committee, for petting 
the recreation plan off the ground

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Let's Talk About It

We have sure had our share of 
rain this spring. It seems strange 
to see the sun shining again. This 
year the farmers are being flooded 
out. Last year you couldn’t buy a 
drop of rain for quite awhile. 
Thank God, not many are trying to 
make a living farming in Crawford 
County anymore. I can remember 
back when there were a lot of far- 
mers around. Nobody was getting 
rich but they got by. At that time, 
Crawford County was all open 
range. Under the open range laws, 
you had to fence to keep stock off 
your property, not to keep them in. 
The farmers needed open range to 
raise enough stock to make it pay. 


Most farms were only about eighty 
acres. If you had to keep them fen- 
ced in, you didn’t have enough land 
to raise your winter’s feed. The 
open range law was abolished in 
about 1980, and that spelled the end 
of farming in most cases. There 
was some pretty good farm land in 
the county--at least they used to 
raise some good crops in the old 
days. My dad’s old farm, on the 
Deward Road, was some of the best 
land in the county. When we broke 
new ground, we had to raise a 
couple of crops of corn to wear it 
down before we could use it for 
potatoes. If we didn’t, the potatoes 
were the size of pumpkins and just 
as hollow. I hate to even drive by 
the old place anymore. The 


buildings are gone and the land has 
gone to brush and weeds. 


Don’t look now, but it’s almost 
election time again. Before you 
know it, voters will be tramping to 
the polls in 1990 to pick a governor, 
a United States Senator, state 
senators and legislators, 
congressmen, etc., etc., etc. 

One of the key races in Michigan 
will be for U.S. Senator, where Sen. 
Carl Levin will be up for a new 
term. Mr. Levin may be con- 
sidered vulnerable, partly because 
he was pushed to the limit last time 
(in 1984) before nosing out 
astronaut Jack Lousma. 

This time Republicans already 
are lining up to challenge Mr. 
Levin. Republican possibilities in- 
clude U.S. Rep. Bill Schuette, Am- 
way executive Rich DeVos, con- 
servative GOP activist Clark 
Durant, and several others 
probably not including Mr. 
Lousma, interestingly enough. 

In a recent interview with Detroit 

writer George Weeks, Sen. Levin 

mused about how nice it would be 
to have a nice, gentle campaign 
next year --‘‘no negative ads-- no 
nasty stuff.’’ 

Mr. Levin suggested debates, 
avoiding negative campaigning, 
and putting a lid on campaign 
spending, for example. 


Of course, such comments from 
an incumbent are not unexpected, 
and should be considered in light of 
the reality that incumbents have 
extraordinary advantages any 
campaign...for congress or the 
senate, especially. 

Concentrating on debates, and 
Hmiting spending and advertising, 
would mean almost certain reelec- 
tion for an incumbent who has 
avoided scandal, and Sen. Levin 
certainly fills that bill. 

The only way a challenger can 
get at an incumbent is by vigorous 
campaigning; normally these days 
that means raising and spending 
lots of money, doing lots of adver- 
tising, and questioning the incum- 
bent’s conduct of office. 

The vogue for ‘‘negative cam- 
paigning”’ or political attack Is not 
unrelated to the reality that the in- 
cumbent has a huge advantage In

The value of such campaigning is 
in the results. Attack politics can 
work; polite campaigning usually 
does not. 

When an incumbent ts up for 
reelection, the challenger faces the 
task of showing the voters why they 
made a lousy choice in the past. In 
short, the challenger must prove to 
the voters that they made a 
mistake in electing the candidate 
who is now the incumbent. 

Like everyone else, voters are 
reluctant to admit mistakes. The 
reason to change office holders 
must be compelling. That’s where 
the personal side of politics comes 
in. That’s why challengers come 
out swinging. That’s why the in- 
cumbent’s conduct of office is 
brought into sharp question. 

It’s unfortunate, but also it’s 
true: Most elective decisions are 
based on emotion rather than 
reason. 

That’s why politicians running 
for office so frequently appeal to 
emotion. It’s more interesting, and 
voters pay more attention. 

The result is personal cam- 
paigning...emotiona! cam- 
paigning...which comes out as 


negative campaigning...which 
devolves often into nasty cam- 
paigning. 


So the public may as well get 
ready for the onslaught in 1990. 
That’s just the way it is.

squash blossoms. 


Dandelion Omelette 
ic. dandelion flower buds 
4 eggs, lightly beaten 
Salt and pepper to taste 

Melt a little butter in an omelette 
pan and add the buds. Stir until the 
buds start to open. Add the eggs 
and cook until firm on the edges but 
soft in the center. Season and fold 
in half to serve. Serves 2. 


Day-lily Fingers 
4c. fresh lily buds (about 3 dozen) 
1c. flour 
46 tsp. salt 
4 tsp. baking power 
44 tsp. baking powder 
2 eggs 
144 ©. milk 
1Ltsp. melted butter 

Wash the buds and drain on 
paper towels. Mix dry ingredients 
of batter. Beat eggs until lemon- 
colored and foamy. Add milk and 
butter. Add flour mixture 
gradually, beating steadily to 
prevent lumps. Batter will be thin. 
Heat oil for deep-frying to 3875 
degrees. Dip buds in batter and fry 
until puffy and golden (about 1 
minute). Drain on paper towels 
and serve hot with soy sauce for 
dunking. 


Marigold Cheese Dip 

8 oz. pkg. cream cheese 

1c. sour cream 

1tbsp. dry sherry 

1 tsp. minced fresh chives

1 dozen nasturtium blossoms 
6 oz. pkg. lemon gelatin

Rinse blossoms and pinch out the 
stamens. Prepare gelatin accor- 
ding to package directions and chill 
until syrupy. Rinse a 4-cup ring 
mold and pour in 4% inch gelatin. 
Chill until firm. Arrange blossoms 
face down around the ring and add 
enough gelatin to cover. Chill until 
firm. Add shredded cabbage 
around the ring and pour in the 
remaining gelatin. Chill until firm. 
Garnish with additional blossoms. 


Nasturtium Vinegar 

Gather enough blossoms, washed 
and drained, stems and stamens 
removed, to fill a pint jar, tightly 
packed. Add: 2 cups vinegar, cover 
tightly and store in cool, dark place 
for 4 weeks. Check the flavor, and 
if you wish a more intense flavor, 
store an additional week or two. 
When ready to use, strain and 
discard blossoms. 

For an attractive appetizer, 
wash nasturtium blossoms, 
remove stamens and stuff with egg 
salad, crabmeat salad, guacamole, 
or flavored cream cheese. 


Stuffed Squash Blossoms 

¥ Ib. lean ground beef 

1 tsp. minced onion 

2tbsp. fine dry breadcrumbs 

2tbsp. catsup 

2tsp. minced fresh parsley 

Pinch each of oregano and thyme 
Saute meat and onion in a lttle 

oil until lightly browned. Remove 

with slotted spoon and reserve pan 

juices. Add remaining ingredients 

to beef and mix thoroughly.

Ordinance No. 89-2 


a AN ORDINANCE OF THE COUNTY OF CRAWFORD. 

MICHIGAN FOR THIE PURPOSE OF REQUIRING THE 
PAYMENT OF COSTS INCURRED BY THE COUNTY OF 
CRAWFORD IN MAKING EMERGENCY RESPONSES TO 
MOTOR VEHICLE ACCIDENTS AND/OR ARRESTS IN- 
VOLVING DRIVERS WHO WERE OPERATING A MOTOR 


VEHICLE WHILE UNDER THE INFLUENCE OF 
ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES AND/OR A CONTROLLED 
SUBSTANCE, 


The County of Crawford ordains: 

Section 1. PURPOSE: 

The County of Crawford finds that a significant number of 
traffic arrests and traffic accidents in the County involve drivers 
who were operating a motor vehicle while under the influence of 
atcoholic beverages and/or a controlled substance. In addition, 
the County finds that in traffic accidents involving drivers who 
were operating a motor vehicle while under the influence of 
alcoholic beverages and/or a controlled substance there is a 
greater likelihood of personal injury and property damage. As a 
result. of these determinations, a greater operational and/or 
financial burden is placed upon the Crawford County Sheriff's 
Department, the Crawford County Ambulance Service and other 
rescue services, by persons operating a motor vehicle while un- 
der the influence of alcoholic beverages and/or a controlled sub- 
stance. 

Section 2, DEFINITIONS: 

USED IN THIS ORDINANCE 

(a) Emergency response shall mean: 

{1) The providing. sending, and/or utilizing public service. 
police, and rescue services by the County to an accident in- 
volving a motor vehicle where one or more of the drivers were 
operating the motor vehicle while under the influence of an 
alcoholic beverage or controtled substance or the combined in- 
fluence of an alcoholic beverage and controlled substance; or 

(2) The making of a traffic stop and arrest by a police of- 
ficer when the driver was operating the motor vehicle while un- 
der the influence of an alcoholic beverage or controlled substan- 
ce. 

{bj “Expense of emergency response” shall mean the costs 
associated with the occurrence of an emergency response as set 
forth in Subsection (a) {1} or (a) (2), whichever is applicable, of 
this Section. The expenses of making an emergency response as 
set. forth in Section (a} (2) of this Section shall include the costs 
connected with the administration, provision, and the analysis of 
any chemical tests and the videotaping of the driver, if ap- 
plicable. ‘These costs shall be set by resolution of the Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners. 

Section 3: ' 

(a) Any person who, while under the the influence of an 
alcoholic heverage or any controlled substance, or the combined 
influence of an alcoholic beverage and any controlled substance. 
operates a motor vehicle which results in an emergency response 
as defined in Section 2 of this Ordinance shail be responsible 
and/or liable for the expenses of the emergency response. 

(b) For purposes of this Ordinance, it shall be presumed that 
a person was operating & motor vehicle under the influence of an 
atcoholic beverage if chemical analysis of the driver's blood, 
urine, or breath indicates that the amount of alcohol in the 
driver's blood was in excess of 0.07 percent. 

Section 4: 

This Ordinance shatl be constructed to be a responsibility 
and liability of a civil nature on the part of the driver and shall 
not be construed to conflict, contravene or enlarge or reduce any 
criminal Hiability or responsibility including fines imposed by a 
Judge under the Michigan Vehicle Code on a driver for operating 
a motor vehicle while under the influence of an aleaholie 
beverage and/or controlled substance. 

Section 5: 

Ajl Ordinances or part of Ordinances inconsistent with the 
provisions hereof are hereby repealed. . 

This Ordinance shall take effect when notice of the adoption 
is published ina newspaper of general circulation.
